EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT

Do  volunteers  in  our  society  affect  change,  bring  about  change,  or  react  to  change 
in  their  volunteer  commitments?  Do  volunteer  organizations  very  often  focus  on  priorities 
that  provide  opportunities  for  innovation?  Do  those  who  work  with  volunteers  challenge 
people's  thinking  so  they  are  able  to  invent  new  thoughts  and  possibilities  to  the 
challenges  before  them?  Do  we,  the  front-line  volunteers,  the  committee  heads,  the 
Boards  of  Directors,  and  staff  communicate  our  visions? 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  has  attempted,  in  this  past  fiscal  year,  to  offer  a "yes" 
response  to  those  basic  questions  as  they  affect  our  Foundation.  Through  the  application 
process  of  our  quarterly  Grants  Program,  we  ask  organizations  to  examine  their  needs,  to 
prioritize  their  requests,  allow  them  opportunity  for  innovation,  and  require  them  to 
communicate  their  vision  for  the  use  of  these  lottery  monies  if  their  grant  is  awarded.  In 
1992-1993,  we  awarded  190  grants  for  a total  of  $ 5.2  million  - the  highest  amount  ever 
awarded  in  our  brief  history. 

Through  our  support  of  Volunteer  Week,  we  see  our  communities  addressing 
change  and  devoting  energies  to  increase  the  awareness  of  accepting  and  making  changes 
to  meet  societal  demands  in  the  '90s,  Organizations  from  thirty  four  municipalities  were 
contracted  with  our  Foundation  to  promote  Volunteer  Week  1992. 

Through  our  organization  of  Vitalize , a yearly  Provincial  Conference  for 
Volunteers  held  June  4-6,  1992,  we  saw  increasing  numbers  of  volunteer  community 
service  organizations  (430)  represented  from  119  Alberta  municipalities,  with  over  75% 
of  the  950  participants  in  1992  being  "first  timers"  to  a Vitalize  Conference. 

The  Foundation  Members  met  on  eleven  scheduled  occasions  to:  a)  adjudicate 
on  approximately  $11  million  in  requests  for  grant  assistance  from  273  applicants;  b)  to 
conduct  policy  meetings;  c)  to  address  Wild  Rose  Foundation  budgetary  issues;  and,  d) 
to  meet  with  community  organizations  in  public  forum.  In  addition,  the  Members 
commissioned  an  independent  study  to  review  our  grant  making  practices,  which 
concluded  that  the  grants  decision  process  is  fair,  equitable,  and  utilizes  our  resources 
with  prudence,  care  and  compassion. 

The  Staff  of  the  Foundation  continued  to  conduct  numerous  project  reviews  of 
organizations  funded,  as  part  of  our  public  accountability  process,  and  Staff  also  made 
many  representations  at  volunteer  related  workshops  and  conferences  around  the 
Province. 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  will  continue  to  address  the  issues  of  uniqueness  of 
our  service  to  Alberta's  volunteer  sector,  will  dedicate  our  attention  to  serving  those  of 
primary  association  to  our  purpose  statement,  and  will  strive  for  values  that  are 
appreciated  by  Albertans.  We  believe  we  are  good  stewards  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
lottery  monies  allotted  to  us  and  we  are  working  for  collaborative  harmony  amongst  the 
non-profit,  business  and  government  sectors.

OUR  PURPOSE  STATEMENT 


(a)  to  provide  funding  to  volunteer,  non-profit  organizations  that  provide  valuable  services  to  Albertans; 

(b)  to  foster  or  promote  the  use  of  volunteers,  or  to  assist  those  who  volunteer  or  use  the  services  of  volunteers 
in  Alberta;  and 

(c)  to  foster  or  promote  charitable,  philanthropic,  humanitarian,  or  public-spirited  acts  or  to  assist  those  who 
perform  them. 

OUR  GRANTING  PROGRAM 


The  initial  and  major  program  of  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation  is  a community  service  granting  program  funded 
by  revenues  from  the  Alberta  Lottery  Fund.  The  granting  program  fulfills  an  important  purpose  of  the 
Foundation. 

Eligibility  for  Funding: 

Volunteer  organizations  must  meet  basic  requirements  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  a Wild  Rose  Foundation 
grant.  The  organization's  service,  activity,  or  program  must; 

• have  been  organized  and  in  active  operation  for  a minimum  of  one  year; 

• be  legally  registered  as  a charity,  a non-profit  society,  a not-for-profit  corporation,  or  be  in  the  process 
of  registering  as  such; 

• have  a strong  volunteer  component; 

• demonstrate  community  support  through  successful  community  fundraising; 

• demonstrate  a need  for  the  project  for  which  financial  assistance  is  being  requested; 

• demonstrate  current  and  future  stability  as  an  organization;  and, 

• provide  a valuable  and  necessary  service  to  the  community. 

The  Foundation  does  not  award  grants  to: 

• individuals,  educational  institutions,  religious  institutions,  hospitals,  agricultural  societies, 
municipalities,  or 

• any  specific  project  or  program  that  could  be  eligible  for,  or  will  be  receiving  funds  from,  any  other 
Alberta  Lottery-Funded  foundations  or  agencies  including: 

- Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Arts 

- Alberta  Sport  Council 

- Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation 

• reduce  debts  of  an  organization. 

• The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  reserves  the  right  to  establish  priorities  for  funding. 

Application  Submission  Deadlines: 

The  Foundation  Board  Members  review  applications  on  a quarterly  basis  and  make  final  decisions  according 
to  merit  and  eligibility  of  the  applicants.  Application  deadline  dates  are:  January  1,  April  1,  July  1,  and 
October  1.

VOLUNTEER  EXCHANGE  PROGRAM 
HOKKAIDO  / ALBERTA  WILD  ROSE  FOUNDATION 

On  March  18,  1992,  the  Honourable  Ken  Kowalski,  Minister  Responsible  for  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation, 
signed  a Volunteer  Exchange  Agreement  with  Governor  Yokomichi  of  Hokkaido,  Japan.  The  Wild  Rose 
Foundation  has  been  officially  sanctioned  to  carry  out  the  five  year  agreement  with  Alberta's  sister  Province  of 
Hokkaido.  This  'first  of  its  kind  in  the  world'  agreement  is  a people-to-people  exchange  of  front  line  volunteers 
and  volunteer  leaders  that  will  promote  knowledge  and  understanding  of  each  Province's  volunteer  activities.  As  a 
result  of  the  signing,  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation  hosted  two  delegations  from  Hokkaido  in  1992. 

The  first  study  team  of  four  members  was  led  by  Ms.  Michi  Nagai,  Director  General  of  the  Department  of 
Human  Services  of  the  Hokkaido  Government.  During  their  stay  from  June  5 to  10,  1992,  these  individuals  had 
the  opportunity  to  join  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation's  Vitalize'92  Provincial  Conference  for  volunteers,  followed  by 
a series  of  whirlwind  tours  to  a variety  of  volunteer  organizations  throughout  Alberta  such  as  Winnifred  Stewart 
Association  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  in  Edmonton,  the  Lethbridge  Food  Bank,  Alberta  Hospital  in  Ponoka, 
St.  Albert  Community  Information  and  Volunteer  Centre  and  the  Westlock  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  just  to 
name  a few. 

The  second  delegation  from  Hokkaido  studied  in  Alberta  from  November  3 to  10, 1992.  This  ten 
member  delegation  represented  the  Hokkaido  Council  of  Social  Welfare,  which  is  a body  of  voluntary  and  public 
welfare  agencies  whose  purpose  is  the  promotion  of  social  welfare  in  Japan.  Acting  on  information  received  from 
the  first  study  mission  in  June,  this  second  mission  requested  areas  of  study  specifically  related  to  volunteer 
development  and  volunteer  involvement  with  the  aged,  handicapped  and  youth  programs  in  our  Province. 

Both  delegations  returned  to  Japan  with  valuable  experience  and  ideas  to  improve  on  their  volunteer 
activities  in  Hokkaido  and  were  very  honored  to  have  been  a part  of  Alberta's  culture,  character  and  hospitality. 


VOLUNTEER  WEEK  1992  - "LET'S  CELEBRATE" 


This  internationally  recognized  week,  April  26  - May  3, 1992,  was  designated  as  a time  to  recognize  the 
importance  of  volunteers  in  our  society  and  especially  in  our  Province. 

In  Alberta,  the  role  of  volunteers  is  increasingly  important  and  directly  results  in  an  improved  quality  of 
life  in  our  communities.  Through  lottery  monies  made  available  to  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation,  financial  support  to 
34  communities  was  directed  to  conduct  a week  long  network  of  special  events  for  volunteers  and  volunteer 
agencies  across  the  Province.

NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

MARCH  31. 1993 

Authority 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  operates  under  the  authority  of  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation  Act,  Chapter  W-7.8,  Statutes  of  Alberta  1984, 
as  amended. 

Purposes  of  the  Foundation 

The  purposes  of  the  Foundation  are: 

a)  to  provide  funding  to  volunteer  non-profit  organizations  that  provide  valuable  services  to  Alba-tans; 

b)  to  foster  or  promote  the  use  of  volunteers  or  to  assist  those  who  volunteer  or  use  the  services  of  volunteers  in  Alberta; 

c)  to  foster  or  promote  charitable,  philanthropic,  humanitarian,  or  public-spirited  acts  or  to  assist  those  who  pa-form  them. 

Significant  Accounting  Policies 

a)  Grants 

Liabilities  are  recorded  for  grants  payable  only  when  all  conditions  required  to  qualify  for  the  grants  have  been  met  by  the  grant  recipients. 

The  recovery  of  grants  made  in  prior  years  is  recorded  in  the  year  that  the  Foundation  determines  that  a portion  of  grants  previously  made  will  be 
recovered. 

b)  Amortization  of  Capital  Assets
